Cora Estes, a Daughter,-Witnessed the 
Fatal Shots Fired. 


THEN SHE WEDDED THE SLAYER | 


Will Green Says That His Sweetheart’s 
Father Shot at Him First. 


REV. J. M. HARWELL WAS THE FOREMAN 


He Was a Witness in the Trial, the 
Tragedy Having Occurred in 
Front of His House. : 


Madison, Ga., September 9.—(Special.)— 
“Gentlemen of the Jury: I have stood be- 
fore juries throughout the Ocmulgee cir- 
cuit for seven years as the state’s prose- 
cuting attorney, but this is the most re- 
markable case I have ever seen.”’ 

Thus spoke Solicitor General H. Gray 
Lewis as he stood before a jury ,of twelve 
men of Morgan county this afternoon, 
making the closing argument in the case 
of the state against William O. Green, 
charged with the murder of Tom Estes. 

And the case is a remarkable one—re- 
markable because of the fact that a girl 
should turn away from the dead body of 
her father who had been shot by the man 
of her choice, and, leaving the prostrate 
form, enter into the solemn and sacred 


An unusual feature of this case is that 
one of the first men to appear upon the 
scene and therefore one of the principal 
wittégses is a” mémiber Of the jury, who 


Pessibly the story of the tragedy and 


to the readers of The Constitution, and 
yet a rehearsal of the material incidents 
mav not prove uninteresting. On May 12, 
1895, by previous agreement, Miss Cora Es- 
tes, the fifteen year old daughter of John 
Tom Estes, a prosperous farmer of Mor- 


Newton, met William O. Green at the lit- 
tle church at which the people of the neigh- 
borhood assembled for holding Sunday 
school. After a consultation the young 
couple got into a buggy and drove away. 
Sam Estes, a brother of the young ledy, 
in company with a. friend, followed, rode 
quickly to the Estes home and informed 
the father that the girl had started off 
with Green to be married. 

Hastily getting into the buggy with his 
fon, the two Esteses rode in hot pursuit 
of the fleeing couple. Estes and his son 
overtook the girl and Green at the resi- 
dence of Rev. J. M. Harwell, wear New- 
bern, Newton county, but on the Morgan 
side of the line, where they had gone to 
be married. The elder Estes sprang from 
his buggy, walked up to his daughter and, 
as Witnesses have testified in tHis court, 
said, “Come on, Cora, and go home with 
me,” 

Green thereupon drew his revolver and 
Shot the old man dead in his! tracks and, 
turning, fired at the younger Estes, who 
fled for refuge to Mr. Harwell’s house. 

The girl and her lover went on in their 
flight, and in less than forty minutes were 
Married by Justice James N. Mann, who, 
of course, knew nothing of the tragedy. 
Green fied to Baldwin county, where he 
Temained until a few weeks ago, when, 
ih attempting to pass through Macon on 
his Way to Texas,*he was captured and 
brought to Madison-and lodged in the coun- 
y jail.

impartial between the state and the ac- 
cused, and that he had formed no opinion 
as to the guilt or innocence of the prison- 
er at the bar. He was taken on the jury 
and the case procecded. . 

The first witness called was the Rev. J. 
M. Harwell, who came down from the jury 
box to the witness’ stand. When question- 
ed by the solicitor general he said in sub- 
stance that he was seated in his house, 
near the boundary line between Morgan 


day afternoon, May 12, 1895. He heard bug- 
gies drive up, some loud talkiny, followed 
by two pistol shots. He went out and 


Sam Estes, his son, running away. Green 
| was standing near the deac. man and be- 
side his buggy in which was Miss Cora Es- 
tes wus sitting. Green got in his buggy 
anaé the two drove away. The witness 
turned his attention to the dying man, who 
lay on the ground almost flat of his back, 
gasping for breath. Sam Estes and a ne- 
gro boy came up. The body was removed 
to a better position where it remained un- 
til after the inquest, when it was taken to 
Mr. Patrick’s. Mr. Harwell saw a piace 
in Sam Estes’s vest where a ball had 
passed through. There was also a hole in 
a pine tree where another ball had entered. 
When questioned as to the dead man’s 
general reputation as to character, the 
witness said he had never heard of his be- 
ing a violent or desperate man, but that 
he had heard it said that he was a ‘bad 
man.” This was ruled out. 
Sam Estes Testifies. 

Sam Estes, son of the deceased, was 
next called. He said that he was at 
church and saw Will Green and his sister, 
Cora Estes, get in a buggy and drive off. 
He and Starke Knight followed. The wit- 
ness drove to his father’s house. They 
got in the buggy and drove rapidly after 
Green and Miss BWstes. Phey caught up 
with the couple at the residence of Rev. 
J. M. Harwell. The father of the witness 
walked up to the buggy, caught hold of 
his daughter’s arm and said, ‘‘Come on, Co- 
ra, and go back home,”’ Green then drew 
his pistol, shot the witness’ father twice 
and shot at the witness once. The father 
reeled and fell. One ball passed through 
the witness’ vest and pants. The witness 
fled into Harwell’s house. Green and wit- 
ness’ sister drove away. The son stated 
that he went out and found his father 
lying on the ground breathing hard and 
unable to speak. He and his father were 
both unarmed, neither having a pistol. He 
heard that his father was opposed to Cora 
marrying Green but that he had not talked 
with him on the subject. Cross-examina- 
tion failed to cause any material change 
in witness’ testimony. 

Jim Dunn, colored, swore that he was in 
a hegro house near Mr. Harwell’s residence 
when two buggies drove up. One’ con- 
tained a man and lady, and the other two 
men whom the witness recognized as J. 
T. Estes and Sam Estes. When the bug- 
gies stopped a man from the rear buggy 
got out and went to the other buggy and 
either caught hold of the ladv or put his 
hand out to her. Dunn saw Green draw 
his pistol and heard pistol shots. He ran 
up to where J. T. Estes lay dying, just as 
Sam Estes came up. 

Charles Whitfield, colored, testified that 
he saw the buggy in which Green and Miss 
Estes were riding. They stopped near his 
house and the defendant ordered her not 
to get out. She laid down across his lap 
and seemed to be crying as they rode 
away. 

Dr. Porttr testified that he was: not per- 
sonally acquainted with Will O. Green, 
but recognized him as the man who passed 
by him driving very rapidly in company 
with a young lady en the aftérnoon of the 
tragedy. The witness said he extracted 
the ball from the body of the dead man 
and produced the ball—a 44-caliber—in open 
court. He said the ball pierced the left 
breast and ranged downward, lodging near 
the spine. The witness also exhibited to 
the court and jury anotner ball.of the 
Same size and kind, which he said he ex- 
tracted from a buggy now cwned by Mr. 
Reuben Mann, said to have been owned by 
Will Green. The buggy was at Jackson’s 
stable Thursday, September 5th. The wit- 
ress saw nothing which came out of the 
dead man’s pocket except a pocket knife 
which Mr. Sam Davis held in his hand. 


Was with the Brother. 


Starke Knight testified that he was at 
church when Will Green came up and 
went in. Green and Miss Cora Estes and 
several others got up and went out of the 
church. Directly Green and Miss Estes 
got in a buggy and drove away. The wit- 
ness and Sam Estes drove to the home of 
J. T. Estes, where they found him. He got 
in the buggy with his son Sam and the 
two drove rapidly awfiy in the direction in 
which Will Green and Miss Cora Estes 
had gone. J. T. Est’ did not go in the 
house and was unartied so far as the wit- 
ness saw, and did no: even go in the house 
to get his coat. 

Jim Hafford, a white youth, testified 
that he rode as far ar Noah Saxon’s house 
with Will Green on the Sunday’afternoon 
of the killing. He said that Green had 
two pistols in his hip pockets—oné a 44- 
caliber and the other a smaller one. Green 
remarked of himself that he was “rough, 
rude and rowdy, and was going to get a 
man or the man would get him that after- 
noon.” , 

Capers Robertscn testified that he sold 
to Will O. Green on the fatal Sunday morn- 
ing a 4-caliber pistol. The pistol was 
valued at $11. Green paid him $3 and said 
if the pistol came up to what it should be 
he would send the remainder of the money. 
He also let the accused have three extra 
cartridges besides the ones in the pistol. 

Threatened To Kill Them. 

T.on Ozborne testified that Green had 
told him that Estes did not have a friendly 
feeling toward him (Green) and that if he 
opposed him marrying Cora ard followed 
him«like he did Jim Willbon, that “he’d 
be damned if hea would not kill him.”” With 
this witness the state’s evidence closed. 

Ex-Soliciter General Robert Whitfield 
outlined the line of defense adopted by 
counsel for the accused. After his state- 
ment Walter Shockley was introduced as 
a witness for the defense. Shockley testi- 
ficd that, in a conversation with J. T. Es- 
tes in April last, Estes had said that he 
did not want “a d—d thing to do with 
Will Green and that if Green married his 
daughter Cora, ‘he would hill both of 
them. The witress had gone to Estes to 
borrow money for himself, his brother, 
Wiil Shockley, and Will Green. 

Barney Shockley testified that he was 
at Sewell’s church when Green and Miss 
Estes left there. The witress testified 
that Miss Cora Estes said to Will Green: 

“Will, if I go with you you must protect 
me, for father says if I marry you he will 
kill us both.”’ . | 

Green whispered something to her, af- 
ter which they got into a buggy and drove 
away. The witness further tetsified that 
in a conversation with Jim Dunn, Dunn 
had said to him that he did not see the 
shooting at Mr. Harwell’s house. but he 
heard the reports of the pistol. The wit- 
ness said that he had offered a negro $19

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THE CUP AND GLORY 


Defender and Valkyrie ‘Are To Sail 
Another Race Today. 


TWO NATIONS BREATHLESS 


Americans ‘Are Full of Confidence 


Though It May Be Misplaced. 


DUNRAVEN’S YACHT IS A GOOD ONE 


Both Boats Take a Spin Through the 
Narrows—Fair Prospects for a Brisk 
Breeze—A Three-Legged Course. 


New York, September 9.—Lord Dunraven 
will make his second try for the Ameri- 
cays cup tomorrow. His fleet-footed Val- 
kyrie will meet America’s champion De- 
fender in ‘a thirty-mile race over a trian- 
gular course. It will be the second in the 
series of international races, and it will 
take three winnings to decide whether the 
blue ribbon of the sea remains here or 
goes to England. Unlike Saturday’s con- 
test, which tested the qualities of the 
yachts on two point of sailing only, the 
race tomorrow will require them to show 
their ability on almost every point. If pos- 
sible one leg of the course will be to wind- 
ward, so that the yachts may have beating 
to windward, running free and reaching 
with the wind on the quarter. The weather 
predictions seem to favor the British boat, 
whose best work so far as has been ob- 
served here has been in light winds and a 
smooth sea. 

Local Forecast Officer Dunn says: 

“The weather tomorrow will be generally 
fair. About the only change, if there is 
any, will be in the temperature, which may 
be a trifle cooler. The wind will vary from 
light to fresh breezes. That is to say, it 
may blow from six to eight miles an hour 
and from the southeast. It is very probable 
that the day will be hazy. There are no 
storms in sight and nothing to indicate any 
disturbance.”’ 

In Saturday’s race, while the five to 
seven-knot breeze prevailed for three-quar- 
ters of an hour after the start, the Valky- 
rie made gains on the Defender. The rough 
sea threw her back more than it did the 
Defender, but the British boat plainly had 
the better of it. When the wind freshened 
a little she ceased to gain, and when it 
grew to be a nine to ten-knot breeze she 
simply could not keep-the pace set by the 
American boat. Should the sea be smooth 
and the wind six to eight miles an hour, 
as the weather prophet says, there may be 
less hilarity in the crowd of sightseers 
than on Saturday. Judging from what has 
been seen of the two boats when they have 
been near each other, the Defender has no 
walk-over, and unless there are good, stiff 
breezes tomorrow and Thursday the Amer- 
ican boat will not- win three straight rates 
this year. There was a good Sailing breeze 
today and and wind tomorrow may prove 
much stronger than Farmer Dunn has 
mapped out, The Britons are by no means 
discouraged, even though Americans, in 
the excess of their patriotism, are shouting 
that the cup is safe. 

Pring tac stagger steamers announced 
i s ariy as great as for the 
race, but the unprecedented attend- 
ance of Saturday is hardly to be expected 
Extra efforts will be made to keep the 
steamboats at a distance from the racers 
and after the press comments on the sub 
ject the yachts will probably not experien : 
so much interference. The start tomorr av 
is to be made from Sandy Hook lightship, 
unless the committee decides to shai to 
another locality at the last moment,

1¢ triangular course wi 1 
SO as to give the yachts Ba one ted 
ward on one leg. One turn will be out to 
sea and the other will either be off Long 
Beach on the Long island shore, or off

programme calls for the preparatory signal 
at 10:50 o’clock, the start at Tl o’clock. The 
boats will have two minutes in which to 
cross the line and be timed. The regatta

and two other tugs will be used as stake 
boats. The New York Yacht Club stedmer 
will carry members and guests. 

Betting on tomorrow’s race was at a low 
ebb today. American money was offered at 
2 to 1, but Britishers were shy. The De- 
fender and the Valkyrie went out for a 
sail stretching spin this afternoon, cruising 
about in the Narrows and lower bay for 
three hours. The Valkyrie was the first to 
get under way at about 2 o'clock. The 
Defender followed half an hour later. 
There was no brush between them, though 
at one time standing on even tacks down 
fhe Narrows and past the quarantine is- 
lands, it looked as though there might be 
a little impromptu contest. A thick haze, 
which had hung over the bay in the morn- 
ing, cleared away somewhat during the 
afternoon and a light southerly breeze in- 
creased to a sixteen-mile clip and under it 
the yachts bowled along at a good gait, 
closely watched by many: on-lookers from 
the Long island and Staten island shores. 
Their white spreads of canvas stood out 
in the sunlight against the varied blue of 
the sky and water and formed a picture 
of rare beauty. The Defender carried be- 
sides her plain lower sail, the club topsail 
she used in the race, distinguishable for its 
extreme whiteness. The Valkyrie dispensed 
with hers. The Britisher’s sails set perfect- 
ly. The Defender seemed to be trying a 
newer forestaysail and jib and they fitted 
her miserably. The leeches shook in a 
manner that must have irritated so fastid- 
ious a yachtsman as Mr. Iselin, The club 
topsail also bothered the Defender in rais- 
ing. In the early part of the spin, when 
the air was light and the water smooth, 
a good deal of comment was excited by the 
fuss the Valkyrie made in the water with 
her bow. The Defender made almvust no 
disturbance forward. 


Defender in Fine Trim.

in the Narrows for a short time, the De- 
fender was headed over to the anchorage 
of Mr. W. K.* Vanderbilt’s yacht, the 
Valiant, lying off Stapleton, 8. I. A launch 
which was put off took Mrs. Iselin from 
the Defender and took her aboard the 
steam yacht. ° 

Later, coming back up the bay, both 
yachts were running free but neither put 
out their spinnakers. The Defender an- 
chored off Bay ridge at 5 o’clock. Mr.. Ise- 
lin said that the spin had been satisfactory 
and they were ready for the second race. 
The difficulty with the club topsail was 
not a matter of any moment, he sald. 
When asked about the head sails and their 
unseemly shaking and if they would be 
changed, he replied: 

“We'll throw them away, that’s all.”

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BELOW THE MARK AGAIN. 


Treasury Gold Reserve Reduced Over 
a Million, _ 

Washington, September 9.—The treasury 
gold reserve at the close of business today 
stoof at $97,710,000. This decline was caused 
by $1,200,000 in gold being withdrawn in 
New York for export. 

In ordinary business the treasury gained 
$400,000 in the exchange of notes for gold 
at the various subtreasuries, of which $250,- 
000 was gained at Chicago. At the treasury 
it is understood that the syndicate will 
make a deposit tomorrow which will again 
make the gold reserve intact. Since July 
13th, the beginning of the gold export 
movement, about $21,700,000 in gold has been 
sent from this country to Europe. It is 
stated that within that time the Belmont- 
Morgan syndicate has paid into the treas- 
ury in excess of the bond requirement 
about $11,000,000 in gold. 


TWENTY-NINE PERISHED. 


All Hope Abandoned of Saving the 


Osceola Miners. 

Calumet, Mich., Septembér 9.—Ten miners 
went down the southernmost shaft of the 
Osceola mine this morning. The men were 
especially selected among the fearless and 
experienced workmen habituated to breath- 
ing smoke and foul air. The party descend- 
ed in the skip, or iron car, used in bring- 
ing up rock from the mine to the twenty- 
fourth level and managed to press north 
on that level to within 250 feet of the shaft 
next south of the burning one. At that 
point two of the party were overcome by 
the gas and to save adding fresh victims 
to the already long list, the relief expedi- 
tion turned *ack. 

In No. 1 shaft, at the other end of the 
mine, a similar attempt was made by a 
carefully organized party similar to the 
first, but at a depth of only 280 feet down 
the shaft, smoke was met in such volume 
that it was foplhardy to descend further 
and the miners quickly came to the sur- 
face. 

The experience of the rescuing parties 
in Nos. 1 and 5, where the smoke would 
naturally be met with in the least quan- 
tities, renders it certain that the entire 
mine is now filled with it and cuts off the 
last hope that the missing men may have 
been able to preserve their lives. Rescuing 
parties will be sent down as frequently as 
possible to test the condition. It will 
probably be several days before the mine 
will be clear of smoke, even if the fire has 
gont out, which is quite doubtful. 

It is now positively known that twenty- 
nine ‘men and boys were caught in the 
mine. Nineteen of the men were married,

“The early Christians were criticised for 
their religidn, and the press of that day, 
if there was such an institution, which 
I hope there was not, held them up to rid- 
icule, but the truth they taught was ex- 
tingufshed. They were crucified and burned 
at the stake and felt it an honor to die 
in the cause which they indorsed.

And is it not possible the men hanged 
in Chicago a few years ago (the anarchists) 
may be pioneers of a’*new gospel?” 

“Those fellows ought to have been 
hanged,” interrupted Rev. D. J. Holmes, 
at this point. 

Cries of “‘No,” “no,” “no,” and deafening 
applause drowned the voice of the speaker, 
who, when he could be heard above the 
tumult, retorted: 

“So did the Jews say, ‘No. 

The rest of the speaker’s remarks were 
swallowed in the roar of disapproval which 
had not yet subsided.

Old Veterans Are Charging on Louisville 
from Every Quarter. : 


WILL BE A HUGE ENCAMPMENT 


Railroads Have All They Can Do To 
Handle the Crowds. 


ALL ARE BEING WELL CARED FOR 


Buffalo, Denver and St. Louis Are Ap- 
plicants for Next Year’s En- 
* campment. 


Louisville, Ky., September 9.—With a re- 
ception of the national commander-in-chief, 
the first encampment of the Grand Army of 
the Republic to be held on southern soil 
was ushered in this morning. The weather 
was heated and muggy and the skies were 
threatening of showers, but these condi- 
tions did not repress the enthusiasm that 
Louisville has been keeping pent up for 
her guests. 

When Commander-in-chief Lawler and 
the members of his staff, with National 
President Margaret Wallace and her as- 
sociates of the women’s retief corps, 
reached the union depot from Chicago at 
8 o’clock they were met by a great demon- 
stration of cheering and waving of flags 
and handkerchiefs. The committee on in- 
vitation, headed by General John OB. 
Castleman, and including such representa- 
tive Kentuckians as ex-Governor Simon 
Bolivar Buckner, W. N. Heldeman, ex- 
Congressman Caruth, General Basil Duke, 
John M. Atherton and General Andrew 
Cowan, was out in force and after wel- 
comes, introductions and: hand-shaking the 
visitors, under escort of the command, two 
companies @f the Louisville Légion, with 
its band ani drum corps, were taken to 
the Galt house. Here national headquar- 
ters were established in the big clubroom, 
on the east wall of which the fingers of 
fair Louisville women had fashioned in 
letters of evergreens two feet square the 
inscription, ‘“‘Hail to the Chief.” 

The entrance of Southland by the Grand 
Army commenced at daybreak and contin- 
ued far into the night with the prospect 
of still greater hosts for the morrow. 
Horse, foot and dragoons, from the two 
extremes of the continent, the veterans of 
the war, charged front, fiank and rear 
through the open gates of ‘Louisville and 
proceeded to avail themselves of the invi- 
tation to be seen on every hand to make 
themselves comfortable in an “old Ken- 
tucky home.” 


Scenes at the Depots. 

Throughout the day the scenes about the 
four depots wnere thousands had gath- 
ered to give the visitors greeting, were ex- 
hilarating and inspiring. Train after train, 
as fast as the deserted cars could be 
switched, deposited their contingents which 
moved with military tread to 
outside, whence. with. band 

One road claims to h 
route or to start in the morning, which 
would mean the movement 44,000 people. 
Another reports that it is running trains 
in twelve sections and officials of all lines 
agree that the flow of visitors is unprece-

: ccording to present indications, the en- 
campment in the matter of attendance will 
be one of the most successful in the his- 
tory of the Grand Army. 

Commander-in-Chief Lawler took posses- 
sion of the main.parlor of the Galt house, 
where from 4 to 6 o’clock he held a re- 
ception for the people of Louisville, New 
Albany and Jeffersonville. Next door the 
flag of the woman’s relief corps was dis- 
played and National President Margaret 
Wallace, with her staff, received the vigi- 
tors. " 

At the annual dog watch tonight the ex- 
sailors were welcomed by Governor Brown 
and Mayor Tyler, and responses were made 
by Rear Admiral Allen, of Hartford, Conn., 
and Shipmate Robinson, of Philadel phia. 
The ex-prisoners of war established them- 
selves in a wing of Music hall, where they 
fraternized with the survivors of the Mis- 
sissippi river ram fleet who will meet in 
convention tomorrow. Tonight Commander 
Lawler and staff, General T. N. Waller, of 
Indianapolis, the leading candidate to suc- 
ceed Lawler; ex-Speaker Warren Kiefer, 
of Ohio;. Colonel J. M. Schoonmaker, and 
Henry Watterson were banqteted by 
Colonel Andrew Cowan, since the war a 
resident of Louisville and who, during the 
conflict, commanded the first New York 
battery. Of the arrivals today the OI!d 
Guard of Washington, <with their bearskin 
chapeau ana the members of John A. Dix 
post of New York, who cut a wide swath 
with their white helmets and cvtaway 
suits, attracted the most attention and 
divided honors. But they both were in 
danger of eclipse from the celebrated Ran- 
som post of St. Louis, of which General 
Sherman was the first commander and 
which hys carried off the honors of many 
previous encampments.,

than deubled expectations there was -little 
confusien or difficulty in housifig the dele- 
gates ai.d the plans of the entertainment 
committee worked to a charm, 

Only 3,000 assignments to free quarters 
were made today. Elaborate press head- 
quarters were opened by the local newspa- 
per men where every facility was afforded 
the visiting writers.

Among the delegates on the ground, Den- 
ver is the favorite with St. Paul a close 
second. :

MORE TURKISH OUTRAGES. 


They Pillage Armenian Villages and 
Assault Women. | 


Londtn, September 9.—The Daily News 
will tomorrow publish a dispatch from 
Kars, stating that fresh outrages have been 
perpetrated in the Erzinbiian district. A 
band of brigands attacked, on August 12th, 
a company of Turkish gendarmes, killing a 
sergeant. Therefore, the Turkish authori- 
ties, without making any inquiry, decided 
that the assailants were Armenian revolu- 
tionists from Kemakha, who intended to 
release exalted Armenians who are still in 
prison at Kars. A force of one thousand 
Turkish troops was sent to Kamakha and 
five villages were pillaged. Five thousand 
persons were rendered homeless. Men were 
tortured and women and children assault- 
ed. Four monasteries were sacked. It is 
reported that the Turkish minor officials 
have formed an anti-Christian society to 
slaughter Christians if the porte accepts 
the scheme of reforms the powers insist 
upon.

FLOODS IN THE WEST 


Towns Shaken by Wind and Delugea 
by Cloudbursts. 


ONE VILLAGE LAID PROSTRATE 


Every House in Ottawa Either Blown 


Down or Badly Damaged. 


THE RAILROADS ARE COMPLETELY TIED UP 


Relief Parties Go Out To Rescue Fam- 
ilies Which Are Waterbound. 
Worst Storm in Years. 


=> 


Ottawa, Kan., September 9.—The little 
town of Gridley, of 400 inhabitants, down 
in Coffee county, one of the terminuses of 
the Burlington branch of the Santa Fe, is 
a wreck with not a single uninjured house 
in its confines. Most of the buildings and 
all of the stocks of goods of every de- 
scription are utterly ruined. About 3 o’clock 
yesterday a storm of wind and rain burst 
on the town from the northwest. Twelve 
inches of water fell in an incredibly short 
time. This deluge completed. the destruc- 
tion that had not been accomplished by the 
wind. Strange to say with all the falling 
roofs and walls and flying debris that 
broke windows far and near not a person 
of the town reported more than the slight- 
est personal injury. 

Among the eighty or ninety buildings 
which were razed to the ground were the 
Methodist and Christian churches and the 
Odd Fellows hall. No one can yet get in 
from the country on account of the waters, 
but it is feared that there. must have been 
some Poss of life. : 


Struck by Lightning. 

Yales Center, Kas., September 9.—Nearly 
four inches of water fell in this city Sun- 
day night and the storm is the worst ever 
recorded here. - 

At Piqua, Miss Mary Elly was struck 
by lightning and killed and five other 
persons seriously injured. Many bodies are 
washed away and much nay and grain 
destroyed. 

Rivers Rapidly Rising. 

Fredonia, Kas., September 9.—A fierce 
rain, accompanied by hign wind, began 
here last night and continued most of the 
night and flooded this locality as was nevcr: 
known before. The passenger trains on the 
St. Louis and San Francisco and Missouri 
Pacific railways-are waterbound here and 
the Santa Fe tracks are washed out. The 
Fall river is rising.and ‘corps. of men ere 
now at work making boats to rescue fami- 
lies in the river bottoms, , . 
- "Phe Néesho Burlington is bank- 
full from the terrific rain storm of last 
night. Northwest of here houses aud barns 
were blown down and orchards badly dam-. 
aged. The storm was the worst known in 
this country for years. 


Accidents on Railways. : 
Pittsburg, Kas., September 9.—Never 
lave such rains been known here as have 
fallen for the nast three days. The whole 
country is flooded and tke tracks of all 
railroads leading into the city are washed 
away and trains delayed. Last night's 
storm was a Geluge.

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NEW BONDS FOR OLD 


Governor Oates ‘Orders an Exchange at 
a Late Day. 


LONG AGO GIVEN UP AS STOLEN 


Ex-Treasurer Bingham Supposed for 
Several Years That the Secur- 
. ities Were Gone. 


Montgomery, Ala., September 9.—(Spe cial) 
Governor Oates in his capacity of deed 
commissioner of Alabama decided an im- 
portant case today involving $50,000. The 
story is an interesting one. When the 
democrats regained control in Alabama in 
1873 they called in all of the outstanding 
bonds of the state and ordered new ones 
issued. All that were presented were cx- 
changed, but the records had been imper- 
fectly kept and it was impossible to tell 
just how many bonds had been issued. 

Arthur Bingham, of Talladega, was _ the 
republican treasurer of Alabama for two 
terms preceding the return of the demo- 
crats to power. When the democrats got 
control he was arrested on three charges 
of embezzlement, but was subsequently 
discharged in each case by a democratic 
jury. Mr. Bingham was a rich man, own- 
ing many stocks and bonds and other 
securities. In 1884 a burglar broke into his 
residence at Talladega aiid stole a tin box 
alleged to contain forty-seven $1,000 state 
bonds and other valuable papers. A negro 
was arrested, tried and acquitted. 

Mr. Bingham, having been at outs with 
the democratic administration, had never 
presented his bonds for registration and 
did not at that time feel disposed to ask 
any favors of them. Shortly before his 
death, two years ago, his son, Mr. H. 
Bingham, of this city, was, at his father’s 
request, looking through an old trunk in 
a storeroom of his father’s residence at 
Talladega, when he came upon the forty- 
seven Alabama bonds. Arthur Bingham 
told their history and died shortly after- 
ward. They were presented to the gover- 
nor for exchange, but in view of the 
charges against the official integrity of 
Mr. Bingham and the long delay in the 
presentation of the bonds a careful in- 
vestigation was made. Today the governor 
ordered the exchange to be made and the 
interest on the bonds to be paid from the 
time they were first offered in exchange 
in ’92. It appears that the charges against 
Treasurer Bingham came of fplitical preju- 
dice. 


A CONGREGATION IN ARMS. 


Charges of Improper Conduct by the 
Pastor Split the Church. 
Montgomery, Ala., September 9.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The coloree population here is in a 
state of intense excitement tonight. HKe- 
cently Rev. A. J. Stokes, pastor of the 
First colored Baptist church here, was 
bound over to the grand jury on a charge 


made by a young woman in his church. 


A faction of his congregation met the day 
after the preliminary triai and absolved 
hisa of all guilt in the matter, pronouncing 
the charge blackmail. 

Tonight about 700 of the congregation, 
wnich numbers 3,000, it is stated, met at 
the city hall and after a number of in- 
flammatory speeches passed a_ resolution 
that Stokes must leave town within forly- 
¢ight hours. A committee was appointed 
to wait on him tonight and notify him, 
but cooler heads cautioned that he he 
called on tomorrow morning i:rstead. Af- 
ter the adjournment of the meeting to- 
night, a thousand or more negroes went 
to the neighborhood of Stokes’s house near 
the cemetery. Stokes’s, friends were al- 
ready assembled there. The situation Was 
becoming exciting. The police, however, 
congregated in numbers, and the sheriff 
and some deputies appeared on the scene. 
It appears now that serious trouble will 
be averted for the present. Stokes’s wife 
is said to be in spasms on account of the 
matter and this has had the influence of 
cooling off the ardor of some of the en- 
thusiasts. At midnight the crowd is di- 
minishing and no further trouble is expect- 
ed for tonight. 


New Professors at Auburn. 


Montgomery, Ala., September 9.—(Spe- 
cial.)—ithe board of trustees of the Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical ccllege in an ad- 
journed meeting held here today elected 
Professor Shelton, now a’*representative of 
the agricultural department at Washington 
to Australia, to the chair of agriculture. 
Professor Dugger, of the experimental sta- 
tion at Washington, was elected assistant 
professor of agriculture. Professor Under- 
wood, in charge of the department of biol- 
ogy in a large lUllincis university, was 
elected to that chair in AfYburn college. 
All the selections are regarded as exceed- 
ingly fortunate ones, the gentlemen select- 
ed being most highly recommended.

SILVER MEETING TODAY. 


LEADING DEMOCRATS TO MEET AT 
BIRMINGHAM. 


Senator Pugh Is There—He Is a 
Stanch Advocate of Genu- 
ine Bimetallism. 


Birmingham, Ala., September 9.—(Special) 
There will be a conference of silver demo- 
crats in the city of Birmingham tomorrow 
at noon. The object of the conference is, 
of course, to promote the free silver senti- 
ment in the democratic party in the state 
of Alabama. ; 

The call for the conference has been made 
in accordance with the resolutions passed 
at the recent conference of silver demo- 
crats in the city of Washington, where a 
plan vas laid for organizing a national 
silver democratic committee and in other 
Ways the capture of the party for free sil- 
was mapped out. The resolutions of that 
conference were published in full in The 
Constitution at the time. 

The call for the state silver democratic 
conference to take place in this city to- 
morrow was sent out several days ago. It 
says: 

“At a recent conference of democrats 
who favor true bimetalhism, held in Wash- 
ington, the importance of holding a state 
conference for organization was urgently 
recommended, and to this end the delegates 
from Alabania to that conference have 
called a conference of democrats who favor 
the restoration of silver to its constitu- 
tional place in our monetary system, to 
meet in Birmingham, at noon on Tuesday, 
September 10, 1895. 

“You are cordially invited and urgently 
requested to be present at this conference. 

“We must organize our forces in Alabama 
in order to make them felt in shaping the 
policies of the party. 

“Will you attend? Respectfully, 

— “JOSEPH HODGSON, 
“Chairman. 

“SAM WILL JOHN, Secretary. 
“Alabama Delegation Washington Confer- 

ence,”’ 

Colonel -S. W. John was seen by a re- 
porter this morning. He was very clear in 
his statement that the conference was for 
democrats only. It is for the purpose of 
promoting the cause of free silver within 
the party by members of the party. Colo- 
nel John could not state whether the con- 
ference would be a private interchange of 
views or whether it would resolve itself 
into a public convention. He had received 
letters of approval from Senators Morgan 
and Pugh, and Congressmen Bankhead, 
Wheeler, Robbins, Stallings and Cobb. Sen- 
ator Morgan had written that he would 
be present if possible. 

Senator Pugh will be present. He ar- 
rived in the city last night and today met 
friends of silver at the Florence hotel, 
where he is quartered. A reporter called 
on the senator at the Florence just after 
breakfast this morning. He supposed the 
conference to be held here tomorrow, at 
which he had promised to be present, 
would bé a democratic gathering strictly. 
He understood that it had been called in 
accordance with the recent silver demo- 
cratic conference held in Washington, at 
which, however, he had not been present. 
The senator chatted for some time on the 
subject of the expansion and contraction of 
the currency, reiterating the views to 
which he has given frequent expression 
in the past few years. He seemed to be as 
earnest a friend of free’silver &nd as much 
opposed to Cleveland and his policy of ad- 
ministration on the money queSstion as 
ever. He said he had no _ interest 
in the matter, and had but a few years 
to live, but that the contraction of the 
currency was daily becoming a greater 
evil to a growing country and an increas- 
ing population crying for an expansion of 
the circulating medium. 

Senator Pugh went on to state that Sen- 
ator Morgan was five days ago in the 
northern part of Pennsylvania, where he 
and one of his daughters were both try- 
ing to recover from recent indisposition. 
Senator Pugh said Senator Morgan was 
quite a sick man and he seriously doubted 
his ability to be present tomorrow. Illness, 
however, would alone be the cause of his 
absence if he were not here. 


BRADLEY RESUMES. 


He Alluded to the Disturbances at 
Eminence. 

Lexington, Ky., September 9.—Colonel W. 
O. Bradley, republican candidate for gov- 
ernor of Kentucky, spoke his mind re- 
garding the democrats and what he styled 
their “disgraceful method of conducting a 
political campaign’? today at London, It 
was the first public utterance of the re- 
publican candidate since he quit the joint 
debate with General Hardin at Eminence. 
Five thousand people assembled at the 
fair grounds. Referring to the mistreat- 
ment at Eminence he recited how he had 
tried six times to speak to the unruly 
democrats and that they had cried him 
down on each attempt. He alluded to the 
fact that when General Hardin arose he 
had no trouble in restoring quiet, pointing 
out this fact to bear out the statement 
that the disturbance was prearranged.

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THE TECHS BIG YEAR 


The School Will Open ina Few Days 
with a Large Attendance. 


MANY BOYS ARE COMING 


But They Are Finding Much Difficulty 
in Securing Board—Improve- 
ments To Be Made. 


The Technological school will open on 
September 15th with an unusually large at- 
tendance and with many additions to the 
school. 

Dr. Hopkins, who did not expect to be at 
the head of the school this term, will occu- 
py his old desk and will continue the school 
on its same successful basis. 

“We will have more scholars this year 
than since the fire, dnd we intend to make 
the school better than ever before. We 
have added to the regular departinents a 
hew mechanical and electrical department, 
with nev’ professors to preside over these 
departmi ats. The school now is one of the 
most thorough technological schools in the 
country, and I am gratilied to see a larger 
attendance this year than for the last two 
years. We have nearly tHe. same: faculty 
with one or two additions, and it is now 
most thorurgh in every respect. 

“We are going to make an addition to 
the school in the way of a dormitory. One 
has been needed for years, and we are go- 
ing to have one this year. We hope to get 
accommodations near the school, but if we 
are unable to do that we are going to build 
a house. We can greatly cheapen the 
board by having this dormitory. At first 
we will accommodate about fifty scholars 
and gradually increase the number to a 
hundred or more, 

‘“‘No institution in, this section is doing 
more for the young men than the Techno- 
logical school. The graduates of the schoul 
are at a premium. Nearly all of the grad- 
uates of the school are holding responsible 
positions over the state and are always in 
demand.” 

As the exposition will open in a few 
days after the schoul term begins it is hard- 
ly probably that the boys who will attend 
from out of the city and who are greatly in 
the majority, could obtain board, even at a 
high rate. Unless the school makes some 
arrangements to board the boys who are 
coming from the different parts of the state 
some of them will have to return home, as 
they will not be able to get board at less 
than $0 or $60 a month. 

It is impossible for a boy: to attend the 
school and pay the larze sum for bourd for 
three months. The facilty of the sehoo 
was V''s2 in securing this dormitory for the 
boys, otherwise the attendance this year 
would have been very small. 

With the addition of the electrical de- 
partment to the other many other com- 
plete departments the scholars will have 
the advantage of learning the secret of that 
great power. This department will, in. all 
probability, be the most popular one in the 
school. The professor of this department 
has a thorough knowledge of this wonder- 
ful power, and is one of the best instruc- 
tors in this part of the country. 


A NEW WOMAN’S FEAT. 


On Her Wheel She Runs Down a Mur- 
derer. 


Indianapolis, Ind., September 9.—A _ horri- 
ble tragedy occurred this evening at 79 
Rhode Island avenue, at a cottage occupied 
by Mrs. Emma Pees. Mrs. Pees is a young 
married woman separated from her hus- 
-husband. Two days ago she was joined by 
Mrs. Margaret Kooker, who had also left 
her husband with her boy, a child of six. 
Her husband, Lon Rooker, had been cag 
ing about the house endeavoring to see h 
wife, whom he accused of infidelity. Tn 
evening Mrs. Pees found him in front of 
the residence and accused him, of having 
robbed it. Rooker denied this but entered 
the house. A moment later Mrs. Pees ran 
screaming from the cottage with a deep 
razor cut across her throat and face. Be- 
fore any of the neighbors could get to the 
cottage, Mrs. Rooker also ran from the 
house. and fell dead a short distance from 
it. Her throat had been cut. Then the 
child ran. out, having escaped unharmed. 

By this time a crowd had gathered, when 
Rooker himself dashed forth, having cut 
his own throat from ear to ear. The 
crowd made way and he ran a square and 
jumped upon a street car. He distanced 
the crowd, but a young woman followed 
on a bicycle and kept up with the car,

PLENTY OF RUMORS AFLOAT 


About Evidence To Be Brought For- 
ward in Durant’s Trial. 


San Francisco, September 9.—The last 
few days have been prolific of rumors in 
connection with the Durant case, perhaps 
more so than any corresponding period 
since the bodies of Minnie Williams and 
Blanche Lamont were found in Emanuel 
church, and Durant was arrested for their 
Murder. All sorts of stories emanating 
from the most vague sources have been 
circulated and published only to be flatly 
contradicted when traced to the fouptain 
ef the information. 

Such tales as the ones that Clarence 
Wolfe would testify to Durant’s having 
told him of his intention to betray Blanche 
Lamont; that Mayor Sutro was supplying 
the funds to conduct the defense; that the 
defense would undertake in the Minnie 
Williams case to show that the girl was 
not murdered on the night when she is sup- 
Posed to have lost her life, but on the fol- 
lowiné? morning, and that she was not in 
PDurant’s company that fatal night, but in 
the ct mpany of an aged suitor—these were 
Only i: few stories that have been given 
publicity and have been pronounced false 
by persons.most interested. 

The latest of these startling stories is 
wired from Los Angeles, Saturday, to the 
effect that Miss Ida M. Clayton, a teacher 
in the Redding Primary school, is either 
the person, or knows who was the one, 
that Durant is supposed to have frighten- 
ed in the church by a sudden appearance 
he made before her one day. 

Captain Lees took up the work personally 
yesterday of investigating the story, but 
up to last evening he had failed to find the 
whereabouts of Miss Clayton, who had 
gone out of the city over Sunday. He was 
compelled to give up last evening without 
having satisfied himself as to the truth of 
the report. 

John T. Dare, 


prosecuting attorney in 
police court No. 2, will be one of the 
state’s witnesses Wednesday. His son, 
Starr Dare, states that he is ready to testi- 
fy to the finding .of the wearing apparel 
of Blanche Lamont stowed away in .-the 
rafters and under the floor in the belfry. 
But Starr Dare did not nof®&ce the two 
blocks under the head of the body as it 
lay with its arms folded on the floor. 

So far only one of the people’s wit- 
messes—Detective Gibson—has been able 
to testify concerning these blocks, though 
several other witnesses who saw the body 
in the belfry before ‘it was removed by 
Deputy Coroners Smith and Hallett, have 
been examined. Detective Gibson noticed 
these blocks and went there a few days 
after and secured them. Now these biocks, 
if properly identified and proveu,,are of 
considerable importance in the case, for 
they tend to show that whoever it was 
that placed the body of the murdered girl 
where it was found, had knowledge of the 
customs in vogue in the dissecting room. 
The head rested on these blocks just as the 
head of a corpse in a dissecting room would 
have done. Durant is a medical student. 
True, there is nothing direct about the 
evidence, but it is considered a good link 
in the long chain. of circumstantial evi- 
dence upon which: the state expects to 
make out its case against Durant. 

Attorney Dare saw those blocks under 
the head of the body. He was in the bel- 
fry before the body was removed. His evi- 
dence is valued highly by the people. 

Heretofore Dickinson, of counsel for the 
defendant, has questioned each witness who 
was in the belfry about those blocks, with 
the resut{t that no one else besides Detec- 
tive Gibson seéms to have noticed them. 

There is a good deal of preliminary testi- 
mony yet to be adduced before the witness 
who connects Durant with the case can be 
put upon the stand. 


TO MAKE A CONSTITUTION. 
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South Carolinians Will Meet for.That 
Purpose Today. 


Columbia, $. C., September 9.—Tomorrow 
morning the state constitutional conven- 
tion, the eighth ever held in the state, will 
begin its sessions here, and the sessions 
promise to be lively. There will be more 
prominent mer In the body than in any 
body that has assembled in the state in 
years. Senators Tillman and Irby, Gov- 
ernor Evans, Congressman Talbert, ex- 
Congressman George D. Tillman, ex-Gov- 
ernor J. C. Sheppard and scores of other 
men of equal public reputation are 
members of the convention. They are all 
here tonight and the’ city is overflowing 
with the 160 delegates and the scores of 
small office seekers. 

It was decided tonight that Governor 
Evans, according to precedent, should be 
president of the convention, Congressman 
Talbert and Speaker Jones, the opposing 
candidates, withdrawing from the race. 
No attempt, the assurance is given, will be 
made to engraft the dispensary law into 
the new convention. 

The principal thing the’ convention has 
before it is the regulation of the suffrage, 
so as to disfranchise as many negroes as 
possible, “without disfranchising a single 
white man except for crime and maintain 
white supremacy.” 

This is the doctrine of the dominant ele- 
ment.in the state and it is proposed by 
them to adopt the Mississippi plan with 
leaving everything to the 
judgment of the supervisor of registration 
and managers of election. 

Of the 160 delegates there are only for- 
ty all told who are out and out opponents 
of the party in power. What will be done 
by the convention. is purely a matter of 
conjecture. 

Plenty of female suffragists, headed by 
Miss Viola Neblett, the vice president of 
the State Equal Rights Association, will 
‘be here camping in the capitol lobbies 
pushing their cause. Ex-Congressman. Till. 
man, if he cannot get a property qualifi- 
cation of the male suffrage, is going to 
champion a $200 property qualification for 
males and females alike of both races. 
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ASKS FOR ITS DISSOLUTION. 


Action Brought Against the Wall Pa- 
per Trust. 


Albany, N. Y., September 9.—Edwin M. 
Shepard, of Brooklyn, appeared before 
the deputy attorney general today and 
asked that the attorney general's office 
bring an action to dissolve the corporation 
known as the National Wall Paper Com- 
pany. He claimed that the $30,000,000 stock 
of the company was issued on the good 
will of the concerns .which were consoli- 
dated, which was in violation of the state’s 
statutes. 

Mr. Shepard represented the firm of H. 
M. Washburn & Co., of Philadelphia, 
which had joined the combination. The 
firm wanted to secure its plant and carry 
on its own business as they claimed the 
National Wall Paper Company had not 
made any money since its organization. 
Louis Marshall, of New York, appeared 
for the National Wall Paper Company and 
entered a general denial. . 

The deputy attorney general, at the close 
of the hearing, gave each side ten days 
within which to file briefs.

By ar- 
rangement they met at Sewell’s church 
On a Sabbath afternoon, May 12th, and 
Cora agreed to accompany him to the Rev. 
Mr. Harweil’s, where the ceremony was to 
have been performed. She told Gréen that 
rer father had threatened to kill both him 
and herself in the event they were mar- 
ried. Green told her he would protect her. 
They eloped and were followed by her 
father and brother. Old man Estes fired at 
him first, Green said, and then the defend- 
ant shot him dead. 

Sam Estes picked up his father’s pistel 
and said ‘“—— —— you. I can kill you!”’ 

The prisoner added taat he fired at Sam 
and Sam fled. 

Rev. J. M. Harwell was again put on 
the stand by the state’s counsel, and testi- 
fied that he saw no pistol, either in Sam 
Estes’s hand when he ran into the house, 
or on the person of the dead man. 

Capers Robertson testified that Walter 
Shockley told him that Green had told 
him that,’ after the shooting, in gathering 
up his lines his pistol -was accidentally 
discharged, the ball passing through the 
buggy.

At this juncture 
the states counsel asked that the jury be 
retired in order to urge the introduction of 
a paper from the ordinary of Morgan 
county—an ‘affidavit from William O. Green 
in which he states that Cora Estes was 
eighteen years of age, and that her father 
was willing to their marriage.

Thé company 
will cover thirty-five miles a day, arriving 
in Chattanooga on the afternoon’ of the 
18th. 

The Fifth regiment band and a detach- 
ment from the regiment will escort the 
Guard as far as the city limits this after- 
noon.

Illinois Wants To Put a Monument on 
Minnesota’s Site. 
Chattanooga, Tenn, September 9.—Spe- 
cial.)—General John B. Turchin and Gen- 
eral H. V. Boynton are out.

high, on Missionary ridge, near Bragg’s 
headquarters. Upon this costly and grace- 
ful monument is inscribed the fact that the 
Second Minnesota stood on that spot as 
the center of Vandeveer’s brigade in the 
battle of Missionary ridge after the union 
forces had gained the top on November 25, 


But General Turchin disputes the inform- 
ation thus imparted to the visitor in stone, 
and premptorily demands the removal of 
the monument, claiming that his brigade, 
the First brigade of Baird’s division, 
fourteenth army corps, cecupied that iden- 
tical position on that orcasion and not the 
Second Minnesota. . 

General Turchin protested against Min- 
nesota placing the monument there before 
it was erected. The commissioners ignored 
his claim and laughed at him. Last week 
he brought it forward again. Some warm 
words have passed. between Turchin and 
Boynton over the matter. In response to 
telegrams, General J. C. Smith and Colo’ 
nel E. A. Blodgett, two other Illinois com- 
missioners, arrived today to assist General 
Turchin in his demand, which will again be 
made that the monument be removed, and 
a lively row is expected.

The Directors Say That the President 
Can Suspend Any Official. 


NOW MR. SPARKS AGREES 


But the General Manager Would Not 
Yield Until the Board Acted. 
He Is Retained. 


Macon, Ga., September 9.—(Special.)— 
There was a lengthy and important meet- 
ing of the directors of the Georgia South- 
ern and Florida railroad today in parlor 
3 of the Hotel Lanier. The session com- 
menced at 12 o’clock noon, and did not 
conclude until 3 o’clock this afternoon. 
The following directors were present: 
William Cleckley Shaw, of Baltimore, 
president of the Georgia Southern and 
Florida; Vice President Andrews, of the 
Southern railway; George W. Parrott, of 
Atlanta; H. P. Smart, of Savannah; J. 
F. Hanson, William H. Felton, C. L. 
Bartlett, Ben C. Smith, T. D. Tinsley and 
Morris Happ, of Macon, and Skipwith Wil- 
mer, of Baltimore. The absent direc- 
tors were President Samuel Spencer, 
of the Southern; T. B. Gresham, Charles 
D. Fisher and John Gill, of Baltimore. 

President Shaw, as chairman of the 
board of directors, presided. Today’s meet- 
ing grew out of a clash of authority that 
occurred last week between President Shaw 
and General Manager Sparks, of the 
Georgia Southern. Mr. H. M. Powers, 
the treasurer of the road, has been and is 
still sick. General Manager Sparks ap- 
pointed Mr. John R. Austin to tempor- 
arily act as treasurer. Later, President 
Shaw appointed Director Ben C. Smith to 
fill the office of treasurer temporarily. 
Then came the clash between President 
Shaw and General Manager Sparks. Presi- 
dent Shaw demanded the resignation of 
the general ,manager. Mr. 
fused to resign. There were no rules or 
by-laws defining the duties of officers un- 
der the new reorganization, and Shaw and 
Sparks each claimed the authority to ap- 
-oint a {temporary treasurer. Hence a 
meeting ot the directors was called today 
to adopt by laws, etc., so there could be 
no further clash in authority. Much in- 
terest Was centered in the meeting as the 
public and railroad men generally desired 
to know if Sparks would continue as gen- 
eral manager. . 

Shaw Is Sustained. 

On last Friday when President Shaw 
demanded the resignation of General Man- 
ager Sparks and Sparks declined to give it, 
President Shaw suspended him, but he re- 
fused to be suspended and continued to 
act as general manager. President Shaw 
sispended Mr. Sperks under certain rules 
that had been promulgated by the execu- 
tive committee of the board of directors 
for the government of the different de- 
purtments of the road. The executive 
cummittee comsts of Samuel Sovencer, 
H. P. Smart, 7. B. Gresham, Skipwith 
Wikmer and William Checkley Shaw. The 
rules were issued July l1zth, last, but were 
never put in operation, but were heldg 1p 
at the request of Sparks until he could 
ajpear before the directors and be heard 


in reference to them. 
Presiient Shaw, hov-ever, on Friday put 


“the.rules in force end suspended the gen- 
* eral “ rfanager. 


Sparks held that Shaw 
had no authority to enforce the rules and 
the two gentiemen differed in their con- 
struction of the rules. Sparks said only the 
directors could put the rules in operation. 
Shaw referred the matter to Gustin, 
Guerry & Hall, tlhe attorneys of the Geor- 
gia Southern, and they were in doubt if 
Shaw’s authority was sufficiently defined, 
so a meeting of the directors was called to- 
day. 

President Shaw made his statement to 
the board and explained what he termed 
the ‘insubordination’ of General Manager 
Sparks. Mr. Sparks was also given a 
hearing by the board and he said that he 
was prepared to obey any rule prescribed 
by the directors. As no rules had yet been 
adoptei by the board, a difference in von- 
struing the duties had arisen between him 
and the president. After both gentlemen 
had spoken and Mr. Sparks had retired 
from the meeting, the board adopted the 


rules which had been promulgated by the 


executive committee and put them in force 
today for the first time. These rules de- 
fine the duties of the various officials and 
the different departments. No code of 
by-laws has yet been adopted. 

At the first meeting of the re-organized 
board of directors, Messrs. C. L. Bartlett, 
William H. Felton and Ben C. Smith, of 
Macon, were appointed to draft by-laws. 
They submitted the by-laws today but they 


were not adopted, as there was no special . 


haste or need for by-laws as the new 
stock of the road has not been issued 
and the annual meeting of the stock- 
holders will soon be held. 

A resolution was passed by the meet- 
ing conferring upon the president the 
authority to suspend officials for cause 
and to fill vacancies and report his action 
to the board of directors for confirmation 


or rejection. 


A resolution was also adopted authoriz- 
ing the. president to make appointments 
to office temporarily in case of sickness or 
other disability or causes. 

It was the sense of the meeting that Mr. 
Sparks continue to serve as general man- 
ager, and Director Smith, who acted as 
secretary of the meeting, was requested 
by President Shaw to officially notify Mr. 
Sparks of his retention as general man- 
ager. The official notification will be sent 
to Mr. Sparks tomorrow. .When Mr. 
Shaw asked the general manager to re- 
sign and undertook to suspend him, it was 
not any question of his ability or fitness, 
but simply as a matter of who ranked in 
authority. Not until today had this au- 
thority been officially established and Mr. 
Sparks is now willing to acquiesce. Direc-

AN OLD LANDMARK 


E. R. Lumpkin, for Forty Years a Citizen 
of Rome, Passes Away. 


FLOYD’S TAX RATE INCREASED 


The County Commissioners Hope in 
This Way To Be Able To Pay

Rome, Ga., September 9.—(Special.)—Dur- 
ing the night Mr. E. R. Lumpkin, one of 
the landmarks of Rome, passed away, after 
a lingering illness of several weeks. 

There was no more familiar figure on the 
streets of Rome than Mr. Lumpkin. He 
came here in 18% from southern Georgia, 
where he was born, and for forty years he 
has been a citizen of this place. He was 
a carpenter by profession, and years ago 
he invented the celebrated Lumpkin grain 
cradle, that attained a wide reputation as 
a labor saving implement until its useful- 
ness was in a measure superseded by the 
invention of the more modern reaper. 

Up to the time that he invented the cradle 
the fe pot was lav-gel* done with the 
old-fasMioned sickle, or reap hook, which 
was a slow and tedious business. His in- 
vention put in the hands of the gragn 
growers of this sect on an implement that 
was far more rapid in its work and when 
first introduced it wes considered a marvel 
of ingenuity. 

Several years ago he was elected > jus- 
tice of the peace, and after the expiration 
of his term was appointed a notary public 
and ex-officio justice of the peace, the 
position which he held at the time of his 
death. 

He came of the celebrated Lumpkin fam- 
ily and was a man of unusual ability and 
of unspotted honesty and integrity. 

He leaves five children, one of whom, 
Colonel J. B. F. Lumpkin, is a prominent 
member of the Rome bar. He was seventy- 
four years old, but alert and active up to 
the time of his fatal illness.

He declares that 
the managers of magazines want no ar- 
ticles that are not ‘timely’ in the jovfrnal- 
istic sense of the word. They study the 
newspapers to ascertain what to have 
articles written about. With them the 
timeliness of an article determines its 
value. They also desire what are called 
The communications 
are most prized that give timely informa- 
tion. They insist that their readers are 
hungering and thirsting after timely 
knowledge. This editor insists that they 
need inspiration much more than informa- 
tion. Next to inspiration they need fine 
writing that is not made repulsive by ab- 
struse ideas. He thinks magazines have 
degenerated since -Holmes ceased to con- 
tribute to The Atlantic Monthly, and the 
easy chair in Harper’s was vacated by the 
death of Curtis. He believes that Thack- 
eray’s ‘Roundabout Papers’ would be re- 
jected by every magazine editor in this 
country, and that Charles Lamb’s wonder- 
ful essay on roast pig would be returned 
marked ‘unavailable.’ A decadence of 
beautiful literature in this country is cer- 
tainly noticeable. We have no writers that 
charm us by the way they say things. No 
one has taken the place of Irving and 
Wirt in this sort of writing. Severe critics 
now inform us that no truth can be found 
in half the lies that the former told about 
the civilization of the Moors in Spain, and 
the beauties of the Alhambra, and that the 
blind preacher of the latter was a dis- 
gusting and ignorant tramp—and the wife 
of Blennerhasset, over whose 
so many tears have been shed, was a fe- 
male fraud of the first magnitude, who 
was in love, like many another woman, 
with Aaron Burr. They also inform us 
that Wirt’s life of Patrick Henry was an 
inspired lie, and that his famous speech 
on independence was never delivered till 
boys committed it from the printed page 
and delivered it at spelling schools. The 
admission, however, must be made that 
these men wrote well, though they drew 
from their imagination for characters and 
facts. This cannot bé said of most of our 
living writers. They present what they 
believe to be facts, but in a way that is 
destitute of beauty or attractiveness. The 
grace of composition has departed from 
our magazine literature. -Instead of beau- 
tiful word painting, the grandest and love- 
liest of all the fine arts, we have crude 
compositions on timely information topics 
‘illustrated by our special artist.’ In many 
cases the merit of the illustrated articles 
is all in the pictures. One if often led to 
believe that the articles were written to 
describe the pictures, and thus obtdin a 
market for them. What a poet has de- 
scribed as ‘Livy’s pictured page’ needs 
no woodcuts to render it beautiful or at- 
tractive. Neither do the poems of Byron 
and Tennyson or the essays of Johnson 
and Addison. The book of Job, the poem 
of ‘Thanatopsis,’ the ‘Vicar of Wakefield,’ 
and the sermons of Henry Ware require 
no artist’s hand to embellish them. They 
are pictures painted, not in colors, but 
by words. The art of word painting is in 
danger of being lost, as it finds no patrons 
among American publishers.”’

The session threatened to beat the best 
record for disruption that is held by the 
board, but when the passion of the mem- 
bers seemed to be at white heat, a sudden 
calm broke in upon the meeting and the 
snow white bird of peace hovered over the 
heads of the irate commissioners. 

The trouble came about on the eight 
and twelve hour question. A proposition 
was brought before the board to require 
all the policemen in the city to work 
twelve hours each day during the exposi- 
tion, and it was in reaching a decision 
on that question that the members of 
the board drew forth their argumentative 
weapons and threatened to demolish all 
before them. The six members of the 
board were evenly divided on the question 
and by reason of that fact difficulty was 
found in settling the matter.

The board of police commissioners will 
take no action on the charges made against 
certain detectives by afffdavits published 
in the case of the murdered commission 
man, Baker A. Bass, at least for the pres- 
ent. The board decided at its meeting 
yesterday afternoon to defer the matter 
un*il the state courts have had an oppor- 
tunity to make an investigation of the 
matter. 

The matter was the first considered by 
the board of commissioners yesterday. It 
came up at the instance of Chairman John- 
son, who arose at the instant that he 
called the board to order and said that he 
had an important matter for the considera- 
tion of the commissioners. 

Mr. Johnson presented a letter from 
Glenn & Rountree, attorneys for the de- 
tectives, asking that no action be taken 
until full opportunity had been given for 
an investigation, that those making the 
charges might have an opportunity to 
sustain them. 

The board disposed of the matter very 
quickly, deciding unanimously that there 
was no occasion for haste in the matter. 
It was decided to let the matter stand 
open for a while to give the state courts 
and grand jury an opportunity to look into 
the charges or intimations made against 
the detectives in the affidavits secured by 
the attorneys for Baker Bass’s family. The 
letter from Glenn & Rountree was referred 
to Chairman Johnson for action. 

Chairman Johnson said that he desired 
to call the attention of the board to cer- 
tain grave charges that had been made 
against members of the detective depuart- 
ment, which seemed to call for action of 
some kind by the board. He wished the 
matter looked into in justice to the cetec- 
tives and the police department.

Lamson Bros. & Co.’s Grain Letter. 


Chicago, September 9.—By private wire 
to J. ©. Knox, manager.—The weak feel- 
ing which prevailed last week was ap- 
parent at the opening this morning and 
initial trades were made at about %c de- 
cline from Saturday’s close, %c additional 
being almost immediately lost on selling by 
discouraged longs, but good buying. by 
commission houses soon absorbed the offer- 
ings and steadied the market, prices later 
advancing about Ic per bushel. The local 
trade is still bearish on the large north- 
western reecipts and are inclined to sell 
on any intimation of strength. It looks as 
if there was some investment as well as 
elevator buying, as one heuse especially 
has been a continuous buyer for the past 
week. Shorts also are inclined to meee 
close to shore around present prices an 
cover quite freely on soft spots. The mar- 
ket has no doubt been over-sold and is 
in a healthy condition for a reaction. The 
world’s shipments to Europe will likely 
be small again this week, probably not to 
exceed 6,000,000 bushels. The visible sup- 
ply showed an increase of 1,316,000 bushels, 
which, however, was offset by a decrease 
on ocean passage of 2,000,000 bushels. Cables 
were easier. Clearances was about 200,000 
bushels. We hear of no cash or export 
business. 

Shorts in corn were again good buyers, 
but the: market ruled weak. The weather 
continues perfect for the growing crop, 
and.this alone seems sufficient *o check 
support. 

Oats were dull, fluctuating within a range 
of about %c. 

Provisions were easy on selling by ccm- 
mission houses and packers. The buying 
was small and scattered. 


THE CEREAL SITUATION. 


Heavy Receipts of Spring Wheat De- 
pressed Prices. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

It was a week of liquidation in the grain 
markets. Overnruduction and an inade- 
quate demand were the depressing factors 
ir, all of them. Wheat went back close to 
the lowest prices ever recorded because of 
increasing evidence that the !crop had 
been underestimated. The latter is un- 
doubtedly true even of winter wheat. In 
that crop there is, of course, a large short- 
aze, but indications go to show that it is 
by no means so short as extravagant esti- 
mates foreshadowed early in the season, 
Thus Expert Thoman now claims that, 
results from thrashing being much better 
than expected, the yield is 25,006,000 bushels 
in excess of previous estimates. Receipts 
at winter wheat points have continued mod- 
erate, but outside of Chicago they have 
not. fallen far enough below the record 
of 1894 to make good alarmist claims of 
delicit. Coming to the northwest and the 
spring wheat’ crop it is easy to see that the 
harvest has been prodigious; that the re~ 
ports of serious injury in July were purely 
speculative. Tangible evidence of: the size 
of the crop is furnished by the rapii 
movement of spring wheat to Minneapclis 
aud Duluth and, in spite of remarkably 
lew prices, its very large volume. rhe 
points referred *o, the-two great spring 
wheat markets of the world, received last 
week nearly a thousand cars a day and 
the movement was a most important fac- 
tor in the speculation, shaping, with the 
foreign situation, the course of the market, 

In view of the low price and the decline 
here reflected there ought to be ‘little risk 
in buying wheat on concessions for turns. 
The short interest is pretty large and the 
market is in a condition to respond quickly 
to news favorable to holders. We believe, 
however, that rallies will be speculative; 
that in the end substantial facts will re- 
sult in new low prices. Last week’s events 
were not all bearish. The statement of 
exports for the previous week showed on 
Tuesday a heavy falling off frgm the prin- 
cipal countries as compared with the total 
of the week before—3,440,000 bushels against 
6,261,000. Every country (decreased with 
the exception of India. which showed a 
moderate increase. The large falling off 
was from Russia, which sent out only 1,120,- 
C00 bushels against 3,440,000 the week before, 
while Argentina exported but 56,000 against 
128,000. Shipments from the United States 
and India made the aggregate for the four 
principal exporting countries 3,440,000, as 
against Beerbohm’s estimated weekly Eu- 
rcpean requirementg of 6,700,000 bushels. 
But foreign markets declined all the same, 
doubtless because of the favorable crop 
situation in western Europe. In Europe, 
as in this country, crops seem to have 
been underestimated... The first important 
indication of this was in evidence last 
week when the French government issued 
its estimate of the wheat crop of France, 
making the latter 330,000,000 bushels, about 
thirty millions more than an earlier esti- 
mate mada ®y The Liverpool Corn Trade 
News. The following table compares re- 
ceipts at the west last week and those of 
the week before and the corresponding 
period a year ago:

Routine influences were all bearish. The 
ahsence of foreign buyers and the increas- 
ing movement of. wheat to market were 
retiected on Monday by the visible supply 
statement, which, for the first time in 
weeks, showed an increase. While the de- 
cline in. prices resulted in some increase 
in the export business the latter continued, 
on the whole, surprisingly small. 

(‘orn declined for obvious reasons and 
seld in Chicago lower than for many 
thouzh not as low as it will seil 
before May 1, 1896. Only an excellent cash 
d«mand prevented a more serious fall in 
prices than occurred last week. Legitimate 
bear arguments on corn are: The largest 
crop ever gathered; the decrease in con- 
sumption owing to the displacement of 
horses by cable and trolley cars; the enor- 
mous oats crcp. These facts cannot fail 
to cause nitimately a much lower range of 
prices. Th- oats situation is also bearish 
for the long pull and fer reascns almost 
idcntical with those which applied, as just 
set forth, to corn. Oats sold last week in 
Chicago under 19 cents. After such a pro- 
nounced decline rallies will come, but on 
the latter both corn and oats will be a 
sale. That game of loaded dice, the pro- 
vision market, has been heavy with the 
other markets. The enormous corn crop 
is a bear argument which in the end 
must cause much lower prices for pork 
and lard.

Rogers and Company Is a Firm Greatly 
Lacking in Harmony. 


ANOTHER MEMBER UNDER BOND 


This Time It Is Rogers Who Was 
Bound Over for Perjury—An In- 
teresting Complicated Story. 


W. O. Rogers, charged with perjury, was 
bound over yesterday by Justice Orr, in 
the sum of $400. 

The charge against Mr. Rogers was the 
outgrowth of a series of prosecutions and 
court proceedings that are as interesting 
as they are complicated. 

Since Rogers has been bound. over, the 
firm of Rogers & Co. is placed in a pecu- 
liar attitude. The other member of the 
firm is J. T. Minchen. He is under a bond 
of $500 on the charge of perjury. He was 
prosecuted by Rogers, and it was-Minchen 


who brought the charge of perjury against 


Rogers. 


S It was during the middle of August that 


J. T. Minchen filed & petition before Judge 
Lumpkin for the appointment of a receiv- 
er for the firm of W. O. Rogers & Co. It 
was alleged in the petition that the firm 
Was without funds, and that W. O. Rog- 
ers was insolvent. After hearing the pe- 
tition, Judge Lumpkin appointed a temvpo- 
rary receiver and set the final disposition of 
the case for: September 7th. 

Soon after the appointment of a tempo- 
rary receiver through the petition of Mr. 
Minchen, Rogers swore out a warrant 
charging Minchen with perjury. The war- 
rant was taken out before Justice Lan- 
drum, and the case was called for a hearing 
there. Through the failure of Rogers’s at- 
torneys to comply with some legal techni- 
calitity, the warrant against Minchen was 
dismissed. 

Rogers was not satisfied with the result 
of his warrant, but felt sure that he 
could have Minchen bound over. Fortified 
with an additional witness he swore out a 
warrant before Justice Bloodworth. The 
charzge against Minchen was the same as 
before—that of perjury. The case was call- 
ed to trial. .The attorney for Minchen, Bis- 
hop, Andrews & Hill, fought the trial of 
their client. They claimed that a warrant 
based on the same facts had been dispos- 
ed of in one court, and that it was illegal 
to continue the prosecution in another 
justice court. 

Justice Bloodworth held that as Rogers 
had new witnesses he would hear the case. 
and the result was that 
Minohen was bound over in the sum of $500. 

Retaliatory Steps Begun. 

Upon the following day J. T. Minchen 
went before Justice Foute and took out a 
warrant charging Rogers with perjury. 
The ease went to trial, and Justice Foute 
dismissed the warrant. 

Not satisfied, Minchen went before Jus- 
tice Orr and swore out another warrant 
still charging perjury against Rogers. The 
warrant was based upon the sales of count- 
ers or eases in the store. Minchen claimed 
that they they wére the property of the 
firm, and that Rogers had no right to dis- 
pose of them. 

The trial was begun Saturday and lasted 
during the entire afternoon. It was not 
finished when court adjourned. The case 
was called again yesterday with-the result 
that Rogers was forced to give a bond of 
$400. |

“ON WITH A RUSH. 


Monday a Busy Day for Exhibitors at the 
Exposition Grounds. 


FRANCE’S COMMISSIONER HERE 


Scenes and Incidents About the 
Grounds—Delay in Getting the Elec- 
tric Hall in Readiness. 


The huge 1nogul engine that puffs across 
Klara Meer and tugs about the amphithea- 
ter of the exposition grounds did noble 
duty yesterday. 

It caught the spirit of rush from the 
thousands of perspiring laborers who toil- 
ed about, and realizing the fact that only 
eicht more days remained before the open- 
ing of the great show, exerted itself to un- 
abated energy. 

It rolled briskly down by the Georgia 
manufacturers building, stopped under the 
shade of its terra cotta spires and switched 
off several car loads of exhibits. It drew 
a ponderaus train around the circuit in the 
rear of the manufactures and liberal arts 
building, where Macchi, the LKuropean com- 
missioner, stood expectantly. hailing the 
arrival of his celayed Florentine goods. 

Down to the lucid waters of Clara Meer 
the big engine steamed, caught up big 
freight’ cars and scurried in the direction 
of the mineral and forestry building to 
show Dr. David T. Day, the geological en- 
thusiast, that the supplies for his statisti- 
cal column were not forgotten. 

This was the spirit with which every- 


‘thing moved about the exposition grounds 


‘yesterday—a feverish, restive, urging, surg- 
ing spirit that speaks the determination of 
the thousands to do their part toward 
finishing the great work by the 18th. 

But there was one place of restful quie- 
tude. A.way over on the north side of the 
lake where the willows grow arose the 
electricity building in all its pristine still- 
ness. No sound of the hammer and saw 
was there. 

This wa the first building to be com- 
pleted on the grounds and was in shape to 
receive exhibits many weeks ago. 

In ali other buildings there is the hustle 
and bustle of the eager throngs, but this 
place wears a desolate look. 

Only two exhibits have been put up. 
The Bell Telephone Company and the 
Westinghouse Electrical Company are the 
only exhibits placed in the building. 
Several stands for future exhibits have 
been made and await the work of those 
in charge. It is said, however, that there 
are several car loads of exhibits for this 
building in the railroad yards which have 
not yet been brought out. All space in 
this building has been taken. 

Make Way for France. 

Monsieur A. Sauley, commissioner from 
France, made his appearance in Atlanta 
yesterday morning. 

He comes with a huge supply of exhibits 
from the sun-clad region of La Belle 
Brance and a happy, vinous smile. 

Monsieur Sauley is one of the cohorts 
of the Chevalier Macchi. When Macchi 
made his trip through France he selected 
this hustling Parasian to take in charge 
the collection of exhibits for France. The 
Frenchman has not neglected his trust. 
He brings one of the largest foreign ex- 
hibits. The feature of this display, how- 


ever, will be the exhibits of Pasteur in- 


stitute, which will be one of the most 
elaborate ever made. Here will be demon- 
gtrated in all details the exact method of 
bacteria treatment. From a scientific stand- 
point this will be of unusual Interest. 

The surprise of M. Sauley when he step- 
ped from the car and realized the magni- 
tude of the exposition was amusing to 
those who were near. 

“The exhibit from France will occupy a 
large space in the department devoted to 
foreign. exhibits. Italy comes next with 
one of the most interesting shows on the 
grounds," 

“A Life-Saving Station. 

Work was begun yesterday on the life 
saving~station to be’ established cn the 
beach of Clara Meer by the government. 
This will be a live, interesting show. Each 


hour there will be given an exhibit cf the 
saving methods used by the government 


crews. 

The station will be like those regularly 
operated by the United States. A building 
will be placed in which nine men‘ will be 
stationed read for immediate call. 

An imitation of the wrecking of a vessel 
will be given and the crew will shoot out in 
the lifeboat, and ali the details of the 
system will be given. 


| From the Luray Caverns. 

Dr. David T. Day has secured an exhibit 
which will be of great interest from the 
Luray caverns in Virginia. 

This is one of the strokes made by the 
mineral department. It has been the policy 
of the owners of Luray, ever since the cav- 
ern was discovered, not to allow anything 
to be removed, and the only exception to 
this: was in reply to a request many years 
ago’ from the Smithsonian institution for 
the purpose of making a national exhibit. 

Because of many facts this display will 
attract attention. Stalagmites, stalactites 
and all other peculiar formations will be 
brought out.

The fruits of California, her wines and 
big trees are here, Articles for both the 
California exhibits arrived yesterday. The 
state building is nearly complete. It is in 
sais that the exhibit of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce will be made, and 
President Wiggins, of that organization, is 
rushing his display.

_ BULL FIGHT OR DAMAGES. 


THAT’S THE PROGRAMME OF THE 
CONCESSIONAIRES. . 


Matters Before the Executive Com- 
mittee Yesterday After- 
noon. 


A bull fight or a lawsuit is what the Mex- 
ican village concessionaires are said to 
wart. 

The exposition committee who went to 
Mexico saw Mr. J. M. Porteous, one of the 
concessionaires for the village, and he was 
told of the decision of the. exposition in the 
bull fight matter. He had heard before that 
the exposition had voted to suppress the 
bull fight, but had received no official no- 
tification of it. 

Mr. Porteous told the gentlemen that he 
did not intend to cease his arrangements; 
that he had gone ahead on,the presumption 
that he would be allowed to carry out his 
contract, and that he intended to test the 
ratter at the law. 

“I shall go right ahead as if nothing hed 
harrpened,” he is reported to have said to 
one of the exposition committee. _“I shall 
send my fighting bulls to Atlanta on sched- 
ule time and will also send the bull fight- 
ers, intending to see if there is any law to 
stop the fight. 

“Why, I have been at great expense in 
this matter. I have already had suits made 
for the fighters. The suits are fancy ones 
and very, very costly. One of them cost 
$250, and the others will average almost 
taat much. I had arranged to: have the 
fight on a first-class scale and shall have 
the bull fight unless stopped by the exposi- 
tion authorities in which case I shall, of 
course, expect damages.” 

Neither Mr. Porteous nor Mr. Smyth, of 
the village, is in the city, or has been for 
several weeks. The amphitheater for the 
fight is ready for tht bloody fray, but 
whether it will be used for that purpose or 
not cannot be told. If the concessionaires 
insist on a bull fight there may be some 
lively developments. 

, Bring on Your Kodaks. 

At the meeting of the executive commit- 
tee yesterday afternoon the question of ad- 
mitting visitors with kodaks or cameras 
came up and was discussed at length:

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READY FOR THE FLAGS 


The Exposition Buildings Will All Be 
Completed in Good Time. 


A TALK WITH MR. GILBERT 


He Tells of the Wonderful Progress 
That Has Been Made Lately—Will 
Remain Till the Opening. 


Mr. Bradford Gilbert, chief architect of 
the Cotton States and International expo- 
sitior, whose skilled hand designed the 
beaut ‘ful city “which now crowns the ris- 
ing h‘Us and sunny slopes of Piedmont 
park, has returned to the city after a 
four thousand mile trip around the country 
doing some r@ilroad architectural work. 

He speaks in glowing terms of the pro- 
gress that im veing made each day at 
the exposition grounds and declared last 
night to a Constitution reporter that every- 
thing will be ready for the opening day. 

“It is certainly gratifying,’’ remarked 
Mr. Gilbert, ‘‘to observe with what won- 
drous strides the tranagement has gone 
about the bvilding of the exposition. I 
was here only three weeks ago and I 
have, while # was away, received daily 
reports from my Atlanta office by tele- 
graph as to low the work on the exposi- 
tion was procseding, but you cannot fancy 
how great wss my surprise, even with all 
this posting, to find how far advanced the 
work of construction has been pushed 
since I was here the last time.’’ 

“Have you any fear that any of the 
buildings will not be ready in time for 
the opening?” was asked. 

“No; none in the world. The fact is, 
you may say sefely, that the buildings at 
the exposition will every one be completed 
in good time for the opening day. 

“T can sce how the man who doesn’t un- 
Gerstand the details of such work can 
fear such a thing, but when he learns 
that everything is lying like a puzzle ready 
to be put in place on sudden notice he 
could’ see how we men of the profession 
have no fears. The fact is all of the prin- 
cipal buildings are already completed and 
the exhibits are. getting in place most 
rapidly. 

“The only building that seems at all 
backward is the administration building, 
and this will be in readiness before the 
cpening. It has been plastered oh the 
inside and will be perfectly dry by the 
opening day. 

“The board of government with all the 
offices will be moved into this building next 
Saturday night. It will certainly be 
ready. 
“The Pennsylvania state building, which 
has keen somewhat behind the others, will 
surely be ready in time. 
“The auditorium will be completed and 
in perfect condition for the great meeting 
there the second day of the fair. 

“The chime tower on the hill beside the 
government building will soon be in a per- 
fect State of completion. The workmen are 
already putting on the shingles. 

“The various state buildings will be com- 
pleted in time. 

“The sovernment building will have the 
search light on its dome in readiness for 
the opening, I am told, and the exhibit 
within is already getting pretty well in 
shape. 

“The only obstacle that has been in the 
way of the great army of workmen has 
been the difficulty in getting plaster of 
paris, which we could not get in Atlanta. 
We managed to make arrangements finally 
for all that was needed, however, and the 
work on the interior of the buildings has 
gone speedily on within the past few 
weeks. 

“On all the buildings that have been 
slightly behind there have been large 
forces of workmen steadily engaged in 
construction night and day. We have to- 
night a large force at work in the adminis- 
tration building and the Work is progress- 
ing most rapidly. 

“Oh, there can be no- reasonable fear 
about the buildings. They will all Se ready 
for the opening day and we will surprise 
the entire civilized world, I think, in this 
respect in that this is the first exposition 
ever held I believe which could make such 
a boast—that its buildings were all ready 
for the opening. : 

“The exhibits, too, I am told, will be in 
place. There should be every reason for 
congratulation in this respect, for there 
never was a fair that opened with all its 
exhibits in place. There is always somebody 
who missed his train and aiways some ex- 
hibitor who is behind with his exhibit. 
But the Cotton States and International 
exposition will be a phenomenal success in 
having nearly every single ezhibit within 
the gates and in place’'by the time the flags 
are set filying.”’ 

Mr. Gilbert will remain in Atlanta from 
now until the exposition opens and will 
spend most of his time here during the fall 
and winter months. 


SEEN AT THE GROUNDS. 


‘“‘When I get my barbecue running, come 
Over and see me,”’ said an unctuous voice 
yesterday morning as 1 was at work at my 
desk. I looked up, and there stood Sheriff 
Jack Callaway. He was as round, rosy and 
ruddy as ever, and he was in! the grounds 
preparing his ’cue ‘‘plant.’’ 

“I’m goin’ to have a big place over 
there,”’ said he, ‘‘and I want you all to 
come over. I’m goin’ to have a barbecue 
that’ll feed over 500 people every day.”’

That’s one of the typical southern scenes, 
and maybe we will have the others, the 
“corn shuckin’”’ and ‘‘cotton pickin’ ”’ and 
the rest of them. I hope we will, at any 
rate. 


A Lion with a Story. 


A very ominous sign has been nailed up 
at each of the entrances to the manufac- 
tures building. The sign is ‘“‘No admit- 
tance.’’ The exclusion of visitors has been 
rendered necessary by the large amount of 
foreign stuff coming in. Nearly 400 cases 
of goods are now on the floor, and fully 
150 more are to come. Other exhibits gre 
arriving in such quantities that it is a very 
interesting place for the visitors, hence 
they are there in such numbers as to be 
greatly in the way. The flat has gone 
forth, therefore, ‘“‘No admittance.”’ And it 
is emphasized by a gigantic mountain lion 
which stands guard at the west entrance 
of the building.. The lion is a part of the 
California state exhibit, and is caged in a 
crate, being stuffed. And, having vitals 
of sawdust and straw it needs no caging, 
though once it did. Once upon a time that 
lion was roaming through the wilds of 
Shasta county in as flerce and free a state 
as one can imagine a lion being in. He 
had an appetite, too, and made away with 
two children and several adults: before he 
was finally captured and subdued. He 
looks ‘very ferocious now in hjs crate with 
a piece of burlap around his middie to

them. As soon as the foreign cases are re- 
leased by the custom house officials, they 
will be placed and arranged. It is ex- 
pected that the remaining cases will be in 
today or tomorrow morning, afid then the 
work of installation will commence. The 
delay on the part of the exhibitors is 
rather exasperating, but so many of them 
make a business of showing goods that it 
is only a matter of hours for them to 
set up their displays. 
The Statues Not Yet Up. 

The sheet zinc “girls’’ who came in @ 
car from Ohio and other parts of the coun- 
try are slowly being placed where they 
ought to be. But their present attitudes 
are, aS a rule, anything but dignified. In 
fact, the ‘fair-damsels) look extremely 
drunk. ‘Painting’ lies on her back in a 
grass plot in front of the government 


, building; “Fishing,” who is a very sturdy 


limbed and muscular amazon, is being 
painted with common house paint by a 
couple of men in canvas overalls, while 
the statues of “Fame” that are to crown 
the steps beside the Georgia building are 
leaning back on their pedestals in attitudes 
reminding one.forcibly of the French hero, 
Roland, who, at Roucesvalles, summoned 
aid for his cause by blowing his trumpet 
with the last breath that issucd from his 
body. Most of theses zinc damsels have 
one foot airily stretched out before them, 
as if they were about to start into a min- 
uet. Their gowns are scanty in some 
places and very voluminous in others, but, 
on the whole, they are effective. The ex- 
piring ‘‘Fames” have really considerable 
artistic merit. When they are placed in 
their proper positions; they will be really 
good to look upon and, exceedingly decor- 
ative. Columbus still WwditS to be placed on 
his pedestal, and the spring chicken that 
is stretching its wings by his side never 
grows tired, but is patient and watchful. 
All of the statues will be in place in a 
couple of days, and will be relieved from 
their undignified positions. 
A Puzzling Sign. 

On the Fourteenth street entrance build- 
ing are two signs. One is on either side 
by the wagon gates and its meaning is a 
riddle to nearly all of the people who enter 
the grounds by that gate. It is a shield, 
and on it are four letter. The four letters 
are “E, I, X and T.”’ To people who have 
heard of famous brands of whisky these 
signs seem advertisements... They savor of 
“Ss. TT. 1, xX” end “KAA mash’. and: 
others of that kind. To the foreigners the 
curious inscriptions pass for the arms of 
the exposition. They seemingly have no 
connection with anything save the deco- 
rative scheme of the grounds and point 
to nothing in particular. The cashier, how- 
ever, says that he knows. what the in- 
scriptions mean. He says they read 
“Exit!’’ This is plausible, but hardly pos- 
sible-in the estimation of nearly every one 
about the grounds. Because, why should 
they put exit signs up on the side of a 
building, fifty or more feet from any en-, 
trance, and in juxtaposition to windows 
only? They can’t expect the public to 
come out through windows. And there 
doesn’t seem to be anything else to which 
these signs may point. I cling to the idea 
that they are merely decorative medallions 
and nothing more. At any rate, reading 
across from left to right, as we commonly 
do in this country, the word spelt is 
‘‘eixt.’?’ If we were to read down, Japanese 
fashion, we would undoubtedly get it, but 
we don’t read that way. Hence the riddle. 


Filling the Positions. 


There was another deluge of applicants 
for cashiers’ positions yesterday. All of 
them were men, though some women are 
needed. The positions of cashiers for the 
various concessions are not“o easy to fill 
as some of the more irresponsible offices 
and the applicants who, are avajlable are 
not, of course, very numeérdus.. However, 
the offices of the admissions and conces- 
sions department were filled all day yester- 
day with another anxious crowd. This de- 
partment grows every ‘day. A week ago 
there were only half a dozen or so members 
of it. Now there are fourteen or fifteen 
officials and more to come all the time. It 
will be crowded for room when it comes 
to move to the administration building, but 
there seems to be no help for it. In one 
way; in fact, in many ways, it is the 
most important department of the exposi- 
tion, for it is through this department that 
the revenues of the exposition come. Of 
course the international exposition must 
have glory, but it is revenue that counts 
up when December 3lst comes. 


Rolling the Walks. 


The steam roller is hustling around on 
the roads inside the big fence. The road 
question was all that bothered us. And at 
the rate that steam roller gets over the 
ground it will not take very long for 
everything to be in shape. The California 
building has walked towards completion 
in six days. Last Monday it was a mass 
of timbers. Now it is a building. The 
loggia of the Pennsylvania building has 
gone up in three days. At that rate there 
is no fear to be entertained for the com- 
pletion of the buildings. Matters will not 
be greater délavVed and by this day next 
week the grounds will have a changed and 
finished appearance. Not much has been 
said about one exhibit which has been 
installed for some time, That is the ex- 
hibit of the Atlanta fire department. I 
don’t know as, strictly speaking, it could 
be called an exhibit, but it certainly is 
one, and a very complete one, of the 
most improved appliances for extinguishing 
fire. The headquarters of the department 
are in the fire building and station No. 1 
is in the transportation Quilding directly 
opposite. The machines and appliances are 
all bright and shining, the horses groomed 
and polished like satin and the men on 
the qui vive to get about on time and in 
perfect order. The stables are as clean as 
parlors, and everything is in the finest 
possible condition of neatness. It is’‘a most 
interesting exhibit, even though it is not, 
properly speaking, an exhibit at all.

The string of restaurants along Piedmont 
avenue grows longer daily. You can now 
get a substantial meal where a few days 
ago there was nothing but watermelons, 
chewing tobacco and pop to be had. And

Division in the Ebenezer Baptist Asso- 
ciation Yesterday. 


THERE WAS LIVELY DISSENSION 


OR ee ee 


Two Prominent Negra Ministers Meas- 
ured Strength in a Contest for 
Supremacy—The Result. 


The hitherto solid ranks of the Ebeneger 


Baptist Association lored) have parted. 
There is division, fore and emphatic, 
among the members of the association. 

Two hundred colored preachers have 
been for four days past trying to save the 
association. Yesterday the final blow 
came. It came, virtually, upon a question 
as to which should be followed, Rev. W. 
H. Tillman or Rev. E. R. Carter. On that 
question the split came, forty-seven 
churches going with> Rev. W. H. Tillman 
and thirty-six with Rev. E. R. Carter. 
These are the two best known colored min- 
isters in the city. : 

The annual meeting of the association 
convened Friday and there were at the 
opening of the meeting more than 300 dele- 
gates from out of the city. The last official 
report of the association shows a mem- 
bership of 13,526 and of this number 1,328 
are members of the Wheat street Baptist 
church, of which Rev. W. H. Tillman is 
pastor. In 1892 the Ebenezer Association 
had a split among the memebrs, half of 
division of the 
association. However, they have continued 
to have their meetings together. 

It seems that the new organization has 
had the majority for the last two years 
and this alone kept the fires smothered. 
At the last Meeting the old embers showed 
considerable strength. 

The leader of the old association was Rev. 
E. R. Carter, vastor of the Friendship Bap- 
tist church of this city. : 

The leader of the new asseciation is W. 
H. Tillman, whose flock is in the majority. 
His church has twice as Many members 
in the association as any other. He has oc- 
cupied the chair of moderator since 1882. 

The present meeting of the organization 
was to decide whether Dr. Carter was to 
lead in triumph his band of followers to 
the front and to occupy the offices of the 
largest association of negroes in the state 
or to occupy a back seat and let Dr. Till- 
man and his crowd reign as heretofore. 

A deadlock was the result of the first 
two meetings, held Friday and Saturday. 
No business was transacted. If the new 
organization could not dO as they wanted 
to about the election of officers they with- 
drew from the hall. The old organization 
would get up and interrupt the proceedings 
unless things were going favorable to their 
side. Thus it was at the first two meet- 
ings. 

As the meeting was to adjourn today it 
Was evident that the hovering cloud was 
going to burst, that either the association 
would go to pieces or something unfore- 
seen was going to turn up. 

At the meeting held Saturday Dr. Car- 
ter, of the old organization, bad charges 
prepared against Rev. Tillman, of the new. 
Dr. Tillman, learning of these charges be- 
fore they were presented, or at least ex- 
pecting them, sent in his resignation. 

Tillman’s resignation was accepted with 
a very small majority. Dr. Robertson, of 
Macon, one of the followers of the old or- 
ganization, was elected moderator by ac- 
clamation. This closed the meeting for 
that day and it was evident by the talk 
of the Tillmanites that they were going to 
make a powerful fight to regain their foot- 
hold. 

Rev. W. H. Tillman was seen yesterday 
afternoon by a reporter and asked about 
the prospect of the association. 


“The old organization wants the 


new to rejoin and* form one combine but | 


we won’t do this. I saw that trouble was 
coming and that we would not have a 
peaceful meeting. As I am a follower of 
Christ I don’t believe in any such affairs, 
so I sent in my resignation to keep out 
of it as much as possible. 

“Dr. Carter wants me ousted from the 
chair as moderator, aS he thinks he can 
do more with the new organization if I 
don’t have any say in the matter. But I 
think he has found out that he is mistaken. 
I am now out of the chair and we are 
as strong as ever. 

“A motion was made this morning that 
we all come back into the old organiza- 
tion,’’ said Dr. Tillman in answer to a 
question.”” The ayes and nays were called 
for and the result was that they couldn’t 
decide who was in the majority. When the 
nays were called for you could hear it a 
block away and the nays tried to holler 
as loud, but I don’t think there was enough 
of them to make the noise we did.” 

Dr. E. R. Carter, the leader of the old 
association, was asked for his side of the 
story: ‘‘Well, you see, it’s like this,” said 
he. “‘We want the organization to reor- 
ganize and be under one leader and the 
others are content with staying by them- 
selves and having nothing to do with the 
regular. organization except at the annual 
meeting. 

“I will acknowledge,” he said in reply to 
@ question, ‘‘that it was my object to get 
Tillman out of the chair, as he was the 
backbone of the new organization. We 
thought if he was made to take a back 
géeat as we have been doing for some time 
we could do more toward i bringing a 
reconciliation among the members.”

arose and made a motion that the two 
divided: organizations join as of old, and 
that peace and harmony rule forever more. 
The motion was seconded. Rev. C. G. 
Holmes, one of the Baptist members of 
this city, arose and made an amendment 
to the motion of Carter’s that all those 
who wanted to be members of the old as- 
sociation remain in the church, and those 
who desired to go, go. 

Forty-seven of the members arose and 
left the church, while thirty-nine remain- 
ed. Secretary Tuggle read the report and 
it was accepted. This ended the session 
and the meeting adjourned. , 

The chasm is wider now than ever. It is 
not probable that the two organizations 
will ever hold another annual meeting to- 
gether.’ The Tillmanites are in the ma- 
jority and will form a new association of 
their own. What the old will do has not 
been decided except that they will stick to- 
gether. 

This virtually breaks cp the largest or- 
ganization of colored people in the state. 
The annual meeting of this association 
has always been an important factor 
among the colored race and now that they 
have split it is to be a church war among 
the Baptists of the state. Tillman has his 
followers and Carter his. The time or 
place of the next annual meeting of the 
association was not even decided upon. 


AMPLE MAIL FACILITIES. 


EXPOSITION GUESTS WILL HAVE 
FREE DELIVERY. 


The Mail Will Be Collected on the 
Grounds and Worked from a Pos- 
tal Car Direct to Trains. 


One of Pullman’s brightest, newest and 
freshest postal cars will be used at the 
exposition as a United States postoffice. 

The car is now being especially arranged 
for the purpose and will be shipped to At- 
ianta in a few days. It will be a model of 
beauty and elegance and will be most con- 
veniently arranged. The mail schemes will 
be placed around the sides and every facil- 
ity will be at hand to aid in the rapid hand- 
ling of the mail. 

The location of the car has not as yet 
been decided upon. It is not known just 
where it will be placed. The postoffice 
authorities in co-operation with President 
Collier went over the grounds yesterday, 
but did not determine on any site. Several 
locations were considered, but nothing 
definite was done. It is probable, 
ever, that some conclusion will be reached 
this afternoon. If such is the case, the car 
will be ordered shipped at once. 

Nothing but outgoing mails. will 
worked in the car. This decision 
reached last week by the postal authori- 
ties and is final. 


transferred to the grounds by three special 
carriers, who will deliver at every building 
three daily mails. 
is delivered the carriers 
the mail from the boxes. As'the mail is 
collected it will be carried to the car, where 
it will be made up in pouches and brought 
Tnto the city over the Southern railway. 
These packages will be made up for every 
train leaving the city carrying mail. Di- 
srect to the trains the pouches will be car- 


postoffice. This plan, which was arranged 
by Postmaster Fox, will be an admirable 
system, as no delay in making up will be 
occasioned. It was apparent to the postal 
authorities that too rauch time would be 
consumed if the mail was worked in the 
city and in order to ¢vercome this loss of 
time, it was necessary *to work all outgoing 
mail at the grounds ¢<nd send it direct to 
the trains. 

Every working deta’l of a postoffice will 
be shown in the posta! car. The mail will 
be heaped in the end of the car as it is col- 
lected by the carriers. The clerks in the 
car will go to work ori the pile of letters. 
Their nimble fingers will quickly classify 
them and while you wait your letter will 
be placed in the pouch and started on its 
mission. The car will be constructed in 
such a manner as to make it practically 
open to visitors without going inside. 

Three Free Deliveries. 

The exhibitors and guests at the exposi- 
tion grounds will have every convenience 
Tn the way of mail facilities. Three times 
each day the carriers will call at their 
doors and leave mail. s 

The service to be given at the grounds 
will equal in every way the system en- 
joyed by the merchants of the city. For 
several days the carriers who shall do this 
work have been busy taking the names of 
the exhibitors and preparing a list of those 
who will desire a ground delivery. When 
this list is completed it will be no trouble 
to get the mail promptly, as all mail re- 
ceived in the city will be checked by the 
list and then forwarded at once. 


How the Mail Will Be Collected. 


As the carriers deliver the mail they will 
also collect from the boxes. 

The boxes will be fourteen in number and 
will be placed at most convenient places on 
the grounds. The boxes are now at the 
postoffice and will be located just as soon 
as the exposition people erect the posts on 
which the boxes are to be placed. 

The mail fimits of the city have been ex- 
tended out to and including the exposition 
grounds, but no provision has been made 
by the Washington authorities for that 
territory between the city and the grcun§s. 
In order to supply a collection service to 
some extent for the people residing in this 
territory, Postmaster Fox has ordered one 
very large mail box which will be placed 
on the ihside of the exposition fence near 
the Wilson avenue entrance. A slot will 
be cut in the fence through which mail can 
be dropped by parties on the outside. This 
arrangement will be of great benefit to 
many who would otherwise ’e compelled 
either to pay their way into the grounds 
or come into the city to mail their letters. 


BAPTIST MINISTERS MEET. 


The Regular Monday Morning Meet- 
ing Was Full of Interest. 

Yesterday morning, in the study of Dr. 
Hawthorne, the regular weekly meeting 
of the Baptist ministers of the city was 
held, and the reports were encouraging 
and full of interest. 

The Baptist young people’s convention, 
which meets in Macon on the Iijth and 
18th, was discussed and it was announced 
that the delegates would be given free en- 
tainment and that the railroads had made 
a rate of one fare and a third for the occa- 
sion. 

Dr. Hawthorne also announced the open- 
ing of the Cox college, which will occur 
next Wednesday at Manchester. All the 
ministers of the city were invited to attend 
the opening exercises.

Sheriff Barnes | says That He Is Not 
To Be Found. 


J. J. ROWE IS NOT “AT HOME” 


Friends of the Two Say That They 
Have Not Taken a Perma- 
nent Flight. 


Attorneys L. N. Mercier and J. J. Rowe, 
according to the sheriff’s office, are not to 
be found in the city. 

The two men are already under a bond 
of $600 each from Justice Bloodworth’s 
court on the charge of perjury preferred 
by Colonel W. C. Glenn. 

Since they were bound over to a higher 
court, two indictments have been found 
against each of them And disbarment pro- 
ceedings have been begun against them. ° 

On the indictments found by the grand 
jury there have been bench warrants is- 
sued and Sheriff Barnes has tried to find 
Mercier and Rowe but without avail up to 
date. 

One of the indictments against Mercier 
is for perjury and the other is for misde- 
meanor; the two indictments against Howe 
are for perjury and misdemeanor also. In 
the first instance the bond is $500 and in 
the second instance it is $300, making the 
total of the bonds nearly $1,000. 

The indictments for perjury are based 
upon the allegations and. evidence upon 
which the two attorneys were bound over 
by Justice of the Peace Bloodworth. Rowe 
and Mercier swore that they saw Coionel 
Glenn shake hands with several of the 
jurors and saw him speak to them, and 
not only this, but that he remained inside 
the juryroom nearly a minute after all 
of the jurors had filed in. 

The indictmerts for misdemeanor are 
based upon subsequent alleged actions ef 
Mercier and Rowe. One of Colonel Glenn’s 
witnesses testifed that he was standing 
by Colonel Gleitn and that there no ex- 
change of greetings and no handshakings. 
According to this witness Mercier and 
Rowe went to his house upon more than 
one occasion and insisted upon a withdraw- 
al of his affidavit and threatened him. 

Since the finding of the indictments the 
disbarment proceedings have been begun 
by Colonel Glenn through his attorneys, 
Messrs. T. R. R. Cobb and John R. Coop- 
er. Judge Lumpkin signed an order yes- 
terday morning directing Mercier to show 
cause as to why he should not be disbar- 
red. The time of the hearing is. set for 
October 7th. 

Friends of Mercier say that if he is out 
of the city he will return and that he will 
make no effort to avoid the prosecution by 
flight.

Emma Tugegles filed. a suit yesterday 
against her husband, Anderson Tuggles. 
She wants a divorce and bases her appli- 
cation upon cruel treatment. The petition 
states that the two were married in I1S%5 


and lived together until August 22d of this 


year. Upon this date Tuggles, according 
to his wife, gave her a beating, though 
she was then sick in bed. She asks that 
her maiden name of Emma Hill be re- 
stored. 

Mrs. W. A. Haygood obtained a second 
decree of divorce from her husband, W. 
A. Haygood, yesterday in Judge LumpkKin’s 
court. The parties are well-known in At- 
lanta. Mr. Haygood is a brother to Bishop 
Haygood. The husband’s disabilities—were 
removed. 

Judge Westmoreland held civil court 
yesterday. Several cases were called and a 
number were dismissed for the want of 
prosecution. The parties in some of the 
cases were not present and in others the 
attorneys were sick. 

Judge Lumpkin heard a number of casey 
yesterday and signed several certiorari 
cases. No matters of importance were dis- 
posed of, however.
